Conservatives Fill 
Profumo's Seat 
By Narrow Margin 


STRATFORD ON AVON, Eng­ 
land (AP)—Prime Minister Mac­ 
millan’s Conservative party held 
on to John Profumo’s seat in the 
House of Commons today by a 
narrow margin that did nothing 
to boost its hope* for Britain’s 
next general election. 


As expected, Conservative can­ 
didate Angus Maude, 50, a jour­ 
nalist, was elected in the tradi­ 
tionally 
Conservative 
Stratford 
district to replace the disgraced 
former war minister. 
But Maude’s margain over La­ 
bor 
party 
candidate 
Andrew 
Faulds was only 3,470 votes, and 
Faulds and Liberal party nomi­ 
nee Derek Mirfin together outdis­ 
tanced the Conservative by 4,512 
votes. 
Profumo in the general election 
if 1959, had been re-elected by a 
majority of 14,129 votes over his 
Labor opponent in a two-man 
race. 


The election outcome turned the 
Stratford seat from a safe Con­ 
servative place into a marginal 
one. 


Some quarters felt victory by 
a narrow margin would mean 
deep trouble for the government 
in the national election it must 
call before October 1964. 


Profumo represented the 400- 
square-mile constituency for more 
than 13 years until he resigned his 
seat June 5 as a result of his af­ 
fair with call girl Christine Keel­ 
er.

Bu rg lar Alarm on a Barn Do o r 


It is safe to say ev ery ody in Wall Street 


spent the weekend digesting the third and 


final installment of the 5,400-page study of 


the securities market by the Securities and 


Ex change Commission. 


This has been one of the most significant 
projects ev er undertaken by a public agency 
in this country . It has put a key sector 
of the U.S. economy on notice that certain 
practices should be corrected v oluntarily , 
lest they lead to such serious abuses that 
they will hav e to be corrected by law. 
It has installed a burglar alarm on a bam 
door, to keep a horse from being stolen. Its 
report has cov ered ev ery part of the se­ 
curities market. 
An oddity of the effect the report has 
had is to reassure both the inv esting public 
and the insiders of the securities industry . 
It has turned out that apprehension about 
the report was worse than its actual con- 


tents. Conditions aren’t as open to criticism 
as many had feared they would be. 
Of 
all the things that could stand im­ 
prov ement, none can be called hopeless. The 
Securities and Ex change Commission stands 
ready to help the securities and ex change 
industry do all it needs to do to bring its 
practices into harmony with SEC require­ 
ments. 
This once would hav e been impossible. 
The 
industry would hav e 
had to muddle 
along until it was ripe for another crack­ 
down 
like the one that staggered it in 
the ’30s. 
No one thinks there will be any muddling 
along under the new circumstances. A blue­ 
print 
for v oluntary regulation has 
been 
carefully prepared and 
thoughtfully sub­ 
mitted. 
In a choice between v oluntary regulation 
and a crackdown, the only reasonable de- 
cisio is for v oluntary regulation.

To those watching straws in the wind, the 
most reassuring thing about the relationship 
between the United States and the Sov iet 
Union is a game of badminton between 
Premier Khrushchev and Secretary of State 
Rusk. 
Secretary Rusk lost, which is what he is 
required to do under protocol 
and may 
hav e had no trouble doing. His ability in 
badminton 
is not 
a 
matter 
of 
public 
knowledge. 
But Prem ier Khrushchev ’s ability now is 
international. He has beaten the U.S. secre­ 
tary of state. He admitted he had been 
practicing, moreov er, signify ing he takes his 
badminton seriously . 
Henceforth, all v isiting diplomatic firemen 
must know how to play skillfully enough to 


lose and still make a game of it. This 
is 
not an easy thing to do. The impu lse to win 
at any cost is strong. 
Conv ersely , the ability to lose while seem­ 
ing to be try ing to win is contrary to 
natu re; it, too, takes practice. 
Ou r diplom ats who m ay be inv olv ed in 
fu rther negotiations with Prem ier Khru sh­ 
chev shou ld be working u p their skill at 
table tennis and croqu et, too—to say nothing 
of chess, a Ru ssian specialty , gin ru m m y , 
contract bridge and whatev er other gam es 
might come in handy . 
They will know there has been a change 
for the better in relations with Ru ssia if 
they ev er catch Nikita Khru shchev try ing to 
lose. No stronger proof of friendship cou ld 
be fou nd than that.

tion. “ Ex ecutiv e agreements” do 
not require ratification by the 
Senate. These hav e been so nu­ 


merous in recent y ears that the 
word “ treaty ” has fallen some­ 
what into disuse. 


The Senate, of course, cannot 
amend a treaty without necessi­ 
tating a further negotiation by the 
secretary of state with the other 
party or parties. There is full un­ 
derstanding, howev er, under in­ 
ternational 
law 
that 
“ reserv a­ 
tions” may be included in the 
resolution 
of 
ratification 
as 
a 
means of setting forth the un­ 
derstanding of one side or the 


other as to the meaning of cer­ 
tain prov isions. 


The pending treaty with the So­ 
v iet Union and Great Britain to 
limit nuclear tests has just been 
ex plained by Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 


His statement is an illuminat­ 
ing ex position of the meaning of 
the treaty , but it has no v alidity 
in and of itself. 


The Senate, on the other hand, 
can include any “ interpretativ e 
reserv ations” that it pleases. 
It would be a simple matter to 
pass a 
resolution 
ratify ing the 
treaty and including as “ inter­ 


pretativ e reserv ations” the sub­ 
stance of certain ex tracts from 
the statemen of Secreary Rusk.

SOME OF

tracts which could be put in the 


form of “ reserv ations” are as 
follows: 


“ The East German authorities 
will subscribe to the treaty in 


Moscow. The Sov iet Union may 


notify us of that act. We are 
under no obligation to accept that 
notification, and we hav e no in­ 
tention of doing so, but the East 
German regime would hav e com­ 
mitted itself to abide by the pro- 
v isons of the treaty .

T le t o r R i e e e l 
U r u gu ay a ns 
will face the most trau m atic mo­ 
ment of their liv es. They may 
hav e 
to work — and a fu ll day , 
at that. Some 300,000 of them, or 
abou t one ou t of ev ery nine Uru ­ 
gu ay ans get money from the gov ­ 
ernm ent in the form of some kind 
of benefit. 


Most of these are retired. U ru ­ 
gu ay ans can qu it work as early as 
37 y ears of age if they hav e pu t 
in 
certain 
amou nt 
of 
tim e 
in 
the glass indu stry . Female civ il 
serv ice workers get life-time pen­ 
sions at 47. Males working for the 
gov ernment retire at 54. Bu t they 
are in pretty good shape at any 
age. They don’t ov erwork. 


Many gov ernment bu reau s don’t 
open u ntil 
1 
in the afternoon. 
They 
start 
closing shop 
abou t 
5:30 p m. 


FOR EVERY 12 workers, there 
are six standby s — literally . They 
do nothing u nless one of the first 
J2 becomes ill. The Uru gu ay an 
gov ernment, for ex ample, ru ns the 
Prim eras 
Lineas Uru gu ay as de 
Nav egació n Aerea (LUNA), the 
airline monopoly . It has two Vis­ 
cou nts 
for 
the 
shu ttle 
ru n 
to 
Bu enos Aires and two D 3s for 
internal ru ns. 


At most, su ch a pleasant little 
airline 
shou ld 
u se 
a 
personnel 
force of abou t 100. Bu t it actu ally 
has 700 on its pay roll. Since this 
is a sem i-socialist land, the Gov - 
ernm en' 
also 
operates 
federal 
corporations which hav e a monop­ 
oly on the railroads, telephone,

pay — the highest pay receiv ed in 
a working lifetime. 


THAT’S NOT ALL. They qu it 
with a lu mp su m sev erance equ al 
to six months’ pay . If the cost of 
liv ing goes u p. so does the lifetime 
pension. At the age of 6 5 
a little 
more is added. Nor does the re­ 
tiree need to stay idle. He can go 
into bu siness, so long as he hires 
a m anager to ru n his aperation. 
There also is something called 
“ Ley de m adra” — law of moth­ 
erhood. If a woman has been work­

What they don’t 
eat, they sell. 


UNTIL 
RECENTLY 
the gov ­ 
ernm ent su bsidized the milk, su g­ 
ar and transport indu stries to keep 
prices and fares down, bu t discon­ 
tinu ed this when it began to ru n 
ou t of cash. It also passed an in­ 
come tax law. At the latest cou nt 
eight persons — right — eight 
people ou t of almost three million 
had filed retu rns.

abroad, added to internal ineffi­ 
ciency , is cau sing the cou ntry to 
lose its m eat and wool m arkets.

“ By this arrangement, v re not 
only assure that no implication 
of recognition may arise, hut w t 
reserv e our right to object if later 
the East German regime should 
seek to assert priv ileges under 
the treaty , such as v oting or par­ 
ticipating in a conference called 
under Article II-” 
Actually , it wouldn’t be neces­ 
sary to mention the name of the 
East German 
regime, 
and the 
“ reserv ation” could be in gen­ 
eral language that would apply 
not only to East Germany but to 
Cuba and to other countries from 
which the United States has with­ 
drawn recognition or to which it 
has not ex tended recognition. 


ANOTHER 
SIGNIFICANT ex ­ 
cerpt from the secretary ’s state­ 
ment is the following: 
"In international law, the gov ­ 
erning criterion of recognition is 
intent. We do not recognize, and 
we do not intend to recognize, 
the Sov iet Occupation Zone of 
East Germany as a state or as 
an entity possessing national sov ­ 
ereignty , or to recognize the lo­ 
cal authorities as a gov ernment. 
“ Those authorities cannot alter 
these facts by the act of subscrib­ 
ing to the test ban treay . 
“The President made this clear 
in his press conference of Aug. 
2. On Au g. 3, the Department of 
State issued a formal statement 
to the same effect. Copies of both 
should be a part of the record of 
this hearing.” 


There are other points In Mr. 
Ru sk’s statem ent, apart from the 
qu estion of recognizing East Ger­ 
many , which it wou ld be v ery 
important to cov er in 
any “inter­ 
pretativ e reserv ations” that may 
be adopted by the Senate. 
Mr. Ru sk, for ex ample, testi­ 
fied as follows: 


“This is a limited treaty . The 
President listed the things it does 
not do, 
and we mu st keep them 
in 
mind 
in 
j u d g i n g 
its 
significance.” 


All that needs to be done now 
is 
to 
reprodu ce 
formally 
the 
statem ents by the President and 
the secretary of state and make 
them a part of the “ reserv aions” 
to be adopted by the 
Senate in 
ratify ing the treaty . 
These wou ld inclu de the list of 
things which the President ou t­ 
lined in his statem ent as consti­ 
tu ting 
his interpret a ion of what 
the treaty does or does no do. 


THERE IS a v ery im portant 
difference between “ interpretativ e 
reserv ations” and “nu llify ing res­ 
erv ations.” 
The 
latter are the 
ty pe which wou ld change the con­ 
tex t of the treaty itself. 
It will be recalled that, in the 
famou s Leagu e of Nations fight 
in 19 19 . Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge 
of M assachu setts proposed 
a ser­ 
ies of reserv ations which, in ef­ 
fect, wou ld hav e nu llified certain 
prov isions concerning Am erica’s 
entry into the Leagu e of Nations 
and the conditions u nder which 
the leagu e wou ld operate. 
Another 
set of 
reserv ations, 
sponsored 
by Sen. 
Gilbert 
M. 
Hitchcock 
of Nebraska, 
w’er«

Far below him, in what u sed to 
be the canyon floor, the Madison 
River flows over the slide area 
in a spillway cu t in frantic hasfe 
by Army engineers within days 
after the catastrophe. 
The tou rist looks behind him on 
his own side of the canyon, to 
the north. He stares almost in 
disbelief, and senses for the first 
time the power of the q u akt- 
lau nched avalanche. 
Stretching some 100 feet above 
and behind him is a pile of hu ge 
rocks and broken trees. They are 
the high-water mark of the ava­ 
lanche as it thu ndered down the 
canyon, across the river, and 
rolled fu lly 400 feet u p the other 
side. 
Two rocks 
are 
bigger than 
hou ses. On one has been placed 
a plaq u e in memory of the 19 
persons bu ried somewhere u nder 
the slide. 
The slide 
rolled 
across 
the 
river and spread ou t to form a 
tight dam of the Madison a mile 
u p and down the canyon. 
Qu ake Lake is the name given 
to the body of water impou nded 
for five miles u pstream by na­ 
tu re’s dam-bu ilding. It is a cleir, 
deep blu e lake. Bu t there’s some­ 
thing strange abou t it. 
It is ringed with dead pine 
trees that show the high-water 
mark reached before engineers 
pu nched throu gh the spillway to 
relieve accu mu lating water pres 
su re that might have blown the 
dam and spread chaos in the 
Madison Valley. 
Tips of other dead trees sti:k 
ou t all over the lake, especially 
near the shore. Qu ake Lake’s fu 
tu re for recreation—beyond sight­ 
seeing—seems u ncertain. 
A pair of forest rangers man 
the most popu lar tu rnou t area on 
the dam. They give freq u ent lec 
tu res explaining ju st what hap­ 
pened. 
Has the earthq u ake hu rt tou r 
ist trade? Ju st the opposite. 
“Lots more people come this 
way now than did before the 
q u ake,” a ranger says. 
A short distance u pstream from 
Qu ake Lake is Hebgen Dam and 
lake, this one bu ilt by man. The 
earthq u ake pu t a crack in Heb­ 
gen Dam, cau sing a ru mor the 
dam had gone when in fact na­ 
tu re had added a second one.
